Despite early season rains, at first 
considered to have had a damaging 
eftect on the crop in some sections, 
forecasts by the department of agri- 
enliure placed the total production 
this year at roughly 68,000,000 

unds, a fi ed some 15 per cent 
© larger than of..1927, and involv- 
2 + an acreage increase. of 30 per 
cent over last year. 

Reports from some areas are to 
the effect that losses of leaves from 
rain, blister, worms and other causes 
have been hegligible as contrasted 
with those of last year, when drouth, 
sudden rains and inability of many 
farmers properly to handle their 
yields combined to cause great dam- 
age. This has led to confident pre- 
dictions that last year’s average price 
of 19 cents per pound will be ex- 
ceeded, due to all around better 
quality. 

Curing Near Completion. 


Indications were, according to ad- 
vices received here, that most growers 
will have completed curing by the 
end of the week, and all are expected 
to have finished this process by the 
close of next week. The refusal of 
farmers generally to sell their crops 
to independent buyers or speculators 
has been remarked by observers.

FRANCO-BRITISH 


COMPROMISE MADE 
ONDISARMAMEN! 


Believed Plan Will Be 
Acceptable to United 
States as Member of 


Conference. 


Washington, July 31.—(#)—The 
Franco-British compromise formula 
proposed as a solution of the naval 
disarmament deadlock in which the 
preliminary disarmament conference of 
Geneva is enmeshed, probably will 
prove acceptable to the United States 
as a member of that conference. 

In advance of a study of the forth- 
coming British communication on the 
subject, government spokesmen ap- 
peared today to see no objection to 
the plan and they anticipated it would 
result in the reconvening of the 
Geneva preliminary conference prob- 
ably in the fall. 

The terms of the Franco-British un- 


derstanding are believed, in a general 
way, to agree with the French theory 
that an all-embracive naval tonnage 
total be assigned to each power under 
the projected universal disarmament, 
or rather limitation of armament, 
treaty, for which the League of Na- 
tions hopes to pave the way through 
the deliberations of the preliminary 
conference, 

To reconcile this with the British 
point of view, also shared at Geneva 
by the United States and Japan, 
France is willing, it is understood, 
that a specific construction program 
for each category of combat ships 
within the limits of the total or 
global tonnage allotment shall be laid 
down by treaty. 

The construction treaty, however, 
whether incorporated in a general dis- 
armament project which would include 
land as well as sea armaments, or han- 
dled as a separate treaty matter, 
would be effective only for’a definite 
period of time, such as 10 years, 
within which time each nation would 
agree not to exceed the specific ton- 
nage in any category.

and Great Britain appear to haye ar- 
rived at a solution of the difficulty 
in regard to construction of subma- 
rines which prevented extension of the 
Washington five-power naval. reduc- 
tion treaty to other than capital ships 
and aircraft carriers so far as ton- 
nage limitations went. It was French 
rejection of any limitation on subma- 
rine construction that led the British 
then to decline to accede to any limi- 
tation on anti-submarine craft, such 
as cruisers, destroyers and smaller 
vessels. :

CHICAGO POLITICAL 
HENCHMAN SLAN 


Murder of Gangster Is 
Laid to His “Gabby 
Tongue;” Under. Indict- 
ment for Murder. 


Chicago, July 31.—(4)—The slaying 
of Bennie Zion, twentieth ward hood- 
lum and alleged political henchman 
of Morris Eller, ward committeeman 
and republican leader, today was added 
to the list of crimes arising from elec- 
tion-day frauds and disorders now 
under investigation by a special grand 
jury. 

Zion, himself under indictment on 
nine different counts charging kid- 
naping, assault and murder, was slain 
a few hours before Morris Eller ap- 
peared before the special investigators 
under subpoena to tell what he knew 
of the election-day violence in the 
“bloody twentieth.” 

It was in this ward that Octavius 
negro candidate opposing 
Eller for ward committeeman, was 
shot to death on election day, and Zion 
was one of those accused of killing 
him. But four bullets in his body 
removed Zion from further connection 
with any election-day troubles. His 
body was found in an alley back of a 
west side saloon, an ice man noticing 
it partly buried under a pile of rub- 
bish. Police said the slaying appar- 
ently had taken place in the saloon. 

Authorities characterized Zion's 
slaying asa “warning from those pull- 
ing the strings that it isn’t healthy to 
squawk.” Zion, it was understood, had 
told too much, John Stege, chief spe- 
cial investigator for the grand jury, 
describing him as a man with a “‘gabby 
tongue.” * 

Stege said he had obtained positive 
information that Zion was one of 
the men riding in the automobile used 
by the slayers who shot down - Gra- 
nady. Zion had obtained his release 
under the indictments against him 
by providing bonds of less than $100,- 
000 after they had been reduced from 

220,000.

WAR CLOUDS HANG 
BOMB PLOT HINTED 


Temporary Peace Brought 
After Troops Quel! 
Rioters; Pickets Given 
Terms in Workhouse.

New Bedford, Mass., July 31.— 
(United News.)—Peace prevailed in 
this textile city tonight, but it was a 
peace perhaps only temporary and 
fraught with uncertainty and ominous 
rumblings only of possible trouble: . 

A cordon of police was guarding the 
home of John Sullivan, president of 
the New Bedford Cotton Manufactur- 
ers’ .association who reported to. au- 
thorities he had received a warning 
over the telephone that his home was 
to be dynamited. Other police, tense 
with more than 15 weeks of a seem- 
ingly endless strike, watched for pos- 
sible disturbances at various points 
in the city. 

First Hint of Violence. _ 

Monday night militia had been called 
out for the first time since the begin- 
ning of the strike, Apri] 16, to dis- 
perse a crowd of 2,500 persons who 
had gathered about the police station 
where 250 arrested picketers were 
harbored for the night awalting arf- 
raignment. 

Tonight’s threat of dynamiting was 
the first hint of violence in the more 
than 13 weeks in which manufacturers 
and workers have stood adamant in 
their demands—the manufacturers for 
a 10 per cent wage cut and the ope- 
ratiyes for their old wage. 

The strike, which has reduced busi- 
ness to almost a standstill and meant 
a loss of millions of dollars to em- 
ployees and employers, has been in 
the main peaceful. Occasional clashes 
between police and picketers. before 
the mill gates have occurred, but no 
large number of arrests were made 
until the last few days, following a 
statement by a local judge that picket- 
‘ing activities were illegal, 

First Arrests July 23. 

The first picketing arrests came 
July 24 when six mémbers of the 
New, England textile committee group, 
a so-called radieal organization, were 
taken in custody for illegal _picket- 
ing. Two days later 75 pickets were 
arrested for rioting and refusing ‘to 
move on police order, while 250 more 
were arrested Monday for similar of- 
fenses.

farm relief issue squarely. 

Raskob, a big business man, ap- 
peared convinced of the necessity of 
the equalization principle for agricul- 
ture after the four-hour conference in 
which all phases of the farm problem 
had been discussed.’ He will not take 
a stand on the so-called “equalization 
fee” in the McNary-Haugen bill until 
further study. 

Reiterates Approval. 

Peek reiterated his indorsement of 
the agricultural plank in the demo- 
crati¢ platform, but said he would not 
take a position on the Smith candi- 
dacy until he has received from the 
democratic candidate his interpreta- 
tion of that plank. He will confer 
with Smith in the next few days. 

Peek said farmers had not modified 
their position as far as the equaliza- 
tion principle is concerned, though he 
pointed out there are other ways of 
reaching ‘the same result, among them 
an excise tax. His statement was in- 
terpreted as indicating that democrats 
are working on some plan along the 
same line, but slightly different from 
the equalization fee which has stirred 
up so much epposition among business 
interests in the east. 

Equalization Fee. 

While Peek was. talking with news- 
papermen Raskob broke in to discuss 
the equalization fee operation, saving 
it had been “miuch misunderstood” in 
the east and declaring for a solution 
which would remedy the farmers’ sit- 
vation. .Raskob had grasped the sub- 
ject’ fully during the aftérnoon’s dis- 
cussion. 


“As far as I am concerned,” he — 


said, “the position of the democratic 
party is that the problem must be 
solved on principles that are sound 
economically and not ibe based on po- 
litical considerations.” 

Peek sees a large opportunity for 
the democrats if they will meet the 
farm issue. 

Farm dissatisfaction is quite gen- 
eral, he said, in the grain and live 
stock states.

Ohio, Missouri, Illinois, Montana,

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Is Sold Under Hammer 


Spring Green, Wis., July 31.—(/)— 
Frank Lloyd Wright’s “home on the 
hill” was out of the famous archi- 
tect’s hands today. 

Taliesen, the picturesque, rambling 
villa, overlooking the Wisconsin river 
valley, saw its owner in architectural 
achievement, unconventional love af- 


fairs and tragedy during the years) 


it was Wright’s proud possession. 

Yesterday, with its owner in Cali- 
fornia and no representative of his 
on the grounds, it was sold to the 
Bank of Wisconsin, Madison, from 
the auction block. The bank bid $25,- 
000 for the property on which it had 
loaned Wright $37,000. It was sold 
to satisfy a mortgage. 

The architect built Taliesen, or Hill- 
side, as it was also known, as his 
conception of a perfect home more 
than 15 years ago. It was valued at 
several hundred thousand dollars at 
the time it was constructed, and oc- 
cupied land which his father and 
grandfather had farmed before him. 

The sale, which more than a hun- 
dred curious businessmen, farmers 
and tourists watched, was the latest 
chapter in the financial troubles of 
the architect. A short time ago some 
of the valuable furnishings ‘were sold 
in a similar manner under the ham- 


ries of reverses on his divoreed wife, 
Miriam Noel Wright. 

Tragedy first entered his life when 
a erazed butler in 1914, killed Mrs. 
Mammah Bortwick Cheney, Oak 
Park, iL, her two children, three 
other persons, and burned the place. 
Mrs. Cheney and her children -had 
come to live with the architect after 
their return from the Orient. 

A new and more pretentious home 
was erected on the site and to this 
came Miriam Noel, a Paris divorcee. 
She catne to comfort him, but remain- 
ed as his wife. Shortly they were 
separated. 

In 1925 Taliesen burned ta the 
ground., Wright rebuilt it. To the 
new villa he brought Olga Milanov, 
Montenegrin dancer. Later the archi- 
tect went to California. 

His divorced wife followed him west 
and after destroying some of his home 
furnishings, sought to prosecute him 
for having lived with the dancer. 

There were attorneys and business- 
men at the sale yesterday who pre- 
dicted that the sale of Taliesen to 
the bank might give Wright a chance 
to regain his estate if he so desired. 
They said his indebtedness to the 
bank amounted to something over 
$35,000, and that the sale price would 
satisfy most of the liens against 
Wright, and that he might, by paying 
his debt to the bank, regain his hill- 
topped home,

ASSAILED BY RIVERS 


Cordele, Ga.; July 31.—(Special.)— 
State Senator E. D. Rivers spoke here 
today in the courthouse to a crowded 
audience, replying to the opening cam- 
paign speech of Dr. Hardman deliv- 
ered on Saturday. 

In this speech, Senator Rivers: stat- 


ed that the best proof to be found of 


the “incompetency of Dr. Hardman as 
a chief executive” are found in his 
speech itself. 

Referring to Dr. Hardman’s speech, 
Senator Rivers said: 

“The most conclusive evidence of 
the incgmpetency, tactlessness and au- 
tocracy of the present chief execu- 
tive is furnished by his opening cam- 
paign speech delivered in Cordele on 
last Saturday. From the beginning 
of this campaign the governor has 
sought to render some acceptable ex- 
8 for the failure of his administra- 
ion. 

“At the outset he stated that the 
cause of the failure of his administra- 
tion was the opposition encountered 
with the state senate. For more than 
two weeks I have undertaken through 
a series of campaign speeches to draw 
the governor in the open upon the is- 
sue of whether or not his first ex- 
cuse for the failure of his administra- 
tion was correct and have shown the 
people beyond doubt that the opposi- 
tion in the last senate finds its justi- 
fication in the incompetency and 
tactlessness of the governor. 

“Upon the face of his speech with 
reference to appropriations given to 
the various state institutions, it is 
evident to the most casual schoolboy 
student of civil government that the 
legislature, and not the governor, 
made the appropriations he mentions.

HARRIS ON FIRING LINE. 


Senator William J. Harris, of 
Georgia, the senior member, and 
the ranking minority member on 
he senate appropriations committee, 
has made it unmistakably clear that 
he is supporting and will vote for 
the democratic national nominees 


without the scratching of a name. 


He is this year, as he has always 
been, and always will be, a full- 
fledged 100 per cent democrat. 
Senator George had made his po- 
sition equally as clear, and declared 
before the Houston convention that 
in the évent he should not receive 
the nomination for president he 
would support and speak in the 
campaign for his party’s choice. 
Although Governor Smith was 
overwhelmingly nominated on the

; The position of Senator Harris 
was never questioned. He has been a 
leader in the prohibition cause all of 
his life. He is a prohibitionist in 
practice. He was signally honored by 
the late President Wilson, but he 
voted in the senate to override his 
veto of the Volstead act. It did not 
create a ripple in their close rela- 
tionship. The president. appreciated 
his courage of cOnviction. 

Senator Harris knows that the 
election of Governor Smith to the 
presidency will have no bearing 
upon the prohibition issue, except 
that under a democratic administra- 
tion there will be better enforce- 
ment.

KEEPING OUT OF POLITICS. 


Cardinal Sincero, of Rome, will 
sail for Canada on August 9 to in- 
augurate the Cathedral of Montreal. 
He desired to visit the United States 
where he has many friends. Ac- 
cording to Rome dispatches, how- 
ever, the pope has instructed him 
not to do so. The dispatch says: 


“The pontiff does not wish the 
cardinal to visit American territory 
during the presidential campaign lest 
his presence be interpreted as a de- 
sire on the part of the holy see to 
influence the presidential 
Pope Pius wants to keep entirely out 
of internal questions in the United 
States.”

The wisdom of the advice given 
by Dr. John D. Mell, of the Baptist 
church, and Bishop, Warren A. Can- 
dler, of the Methodist church, that 
the churches and the preachers 
avoid any and all participation in 
party politics is becoming daily 
more evidently wise. 


Ex-Congressman J. H. Small; a dis- 
tinguished democrat and a Method- 
ist in North Carolina, challenges 
Bishop Edwin D. Mouzon, one of 
the sponsors of the recent meeting 
in Asheville, to discuss the matter 
on the stump. 


And why not? If preachers are 
to discuss the issues involved in 
party politics at all, the stump, and 
not houses of worship, is the proper 
place for such discussions. 


Multitudes of the members of the 
churches object to the use of. their 
places of worship for political 
harangues. Most Methodists do 
not approve of. Bishop Mouzon’s 
political activities, 
Small does not. It is an invasion 
of their rights of worship for the 
doughty bishop to. bring the dis- 
cussions of the hustings into the 
temples which the Methodists have 
erected as houses of prayer. 


Political discussions in houses 
dedicated to the worship of Al- 
mighty God are sadly out of place, 
to say nothing stronger. They in- 
evitably divide churches and com- 
munities into hostile camps, hinder 
the cause of religion, and do much 
other harm of a serious nature. And 
they yield nothimg of good to off- 
set the evils that result from them. 

And now Bishop James Cannon 
also, another sponsor of the Ashe- 
ville meeting and its campaign man- 
ager, is accused of seeking and Ob- 
taining funds for his political cam- 
paign fromthe republican party’s 
bag.

‘Good- 
ness knows any and all fillings will 
serve only a limited: period of useful- 
ness” and some more technical dis- 
cussion of dentistry. 

What 
size of hat or what style of pipe do 
you prefer? I suppose I was trying 
to break it to the young mother by 
gentle degrees. Then, too, I have 
heard dentists speak of putting in a 


said it. as though it might be little 
more than cleaning out the cavity and 
pushing a hunk of rubber gum or 
something of the kind into the hole. 
Painless and quickly over with—nec- 
essarily so, when the patient is a 
baby.

WAYCROSS MARKET 
EXPECTS BOOM TRADE. 


Waycross, Ga., July 31.—Waycross 
will open two mammoth sales ware- 
houses Wednesday morning at 
o’clock for the fourth year of bright 
leaf tobacco sales in this city, pros- 
pects pointing to a far greater sea- 
son’s sale than has ever been known 
in the past. This prospect is based 
on a heavier acreage, good quality 
leaf, a widely advertised market, 


inducements offered in the way of 
convenience to planters and high 
prices, and the successful market ope- 
rated in years past. 

Ware county will harvest the big- 
gest tobacco crop ever grown within 
her boundaries, and adjvining aoun- 
ties all predict heavier yields. The 
acreage in Waycross has been vari- 
ously estimated at from 60 to 100 
per cent larger than last season. 
While séme of the lowland crop has 
been damaged by rains, the general 
section has suffered little. 

Rain conditions have been unusual 
throughout the county. Daily show- 
ers in most sections have threatened 
the crop, and in isolated spots cloud- 
bursts have done considerable dam- 
age. In other spots, however, rains 
have been infrequent. Near Milwvod, 
it is reported, tobacco really has been 
in need of rain, J. V. Musgrove, of 
the Musgrove and Smith farm, stat- 
ing that his crop has not had a drench- 
ing rain since early in the spring. 
This same condition is reported to 
exist in a section near Nicholls. 


Growers Optimistic. 

On the Strickland farm, three miles 
east of Wayeross,.on the old Black- 
shear road, is a stand of tobacco re- 
garded as one of the finest in the en- 
tire belt. “I don’t think I have lost 
a dozen leaves either from rain, biis- 
ter, worms or anything else,” Mr. 
Strickland states, * 

I. E. Highsmith, well-known fagmer 
of this section, is optimistic over the 
outlook for the crop this season, ex- 
pressing the opinion that the rains 
have done little damage in the county. 

Wayeross last year marketed l,- 
987,030 pounds of tobacco, farmers re- 
ceiving checks amounting to a total 
ef $382,351.43. This brought an av- 
erage price of 19.24 cents per pound, 
which wus considerably above the state 
average of 18.92 cents.

Tampa, Fla., July 31.—(/)—Arsenic 


poison caused the death of Amando 
and Alfonso Badja, aged 5 an 7 re- 
spectively, who were taken ill Friday 
night at a children’s home where they 
had been placed with three brothers 
because their parents were unable to 
provide for them. 

Dr. D. G. Meighan, assistant county 
physician, who performed the autopsy, 
said it proved definitely the boys died 
from eating rat poison taken from a 
bottle found in their room, ‘The poison 
in the form of a paste contained from 
five to six per cent arsenic, he added. 

With the doctor’s report before him, 
Judge C. B. Parkhill, state attorney, 
conducting an investigation, said he 
was wnadecided whether he would con- 
tinue his probe. Yesterday, he said, 
he questioned Mr. and Mrs. Arthur 
Mathewson, who conducted the home, 
their son Kenneth, 16; Mr. and Mrs. 
Antonio Badja, parents of the dead 
tots, and several inmates of the home. 
From their statements, he said, he 
had developed these facts:» 

All five Badja boys ate some of the 
poison. Apparently the three dlder 
sons did not get enough to injure them, 

The bottle was taken to the boys’ 
room by Kenneth, who said he thought 
it was glue. The children had made 
several kites, using the paste to fasten 
them together. :

Paris, July 31.—(4)—Questions on 
which the Wnited States and Great 
Britain did not agree at the three- 
power naval conference at Geneva ap- 
pear to be involved in the naval com- 
promise agreement which has been 


reached between France and Great} 


Britain. 

The British conception of the size of 
cruisers is understood to be an impor- 
tant part of the agreement. The size 


of guns is left out although this ques- 
tion appears conditioned by the size 
of the cruisers. 

No Annoyance to U. 8. 

The negotiations were brought about 
by frequent mention of American 
naval convictions, but both sides are 
described as endeavoring to avoid any- 
thing which might annoy the govern- 
ment of the United States. Some ob- 
jection, however, is expected from 
Washington on the clause relating to 
the size of cruisers, both the British 
and French conceptions being for 
small cruisers rather than large ones. 
The agreement in no way touches the 
size or length of life of capital ships. 
The text of the agreement already 
has been dispatched to the American 
government. ‘The French superior 
eouncil of national defense aproved: the 
final draft:of the plan two weeks ago 
and it was initialed in London last 
Saturday. 

France Explains Views. 

The foreign office tonight made pub- 
lic a note explaining that the French 
and British governments began a 
search for an acceptable compromise 
which they have now reached in order 
to continue the work that broke down 
when the powers found themselves in 
disaccord in discussions provoked by 
the League of Nations’ preparatory 
commission for disarmament. * 

“On the part of France,” tonight's 
communique says, “the superior coun- 
cil of national defense assembled June 
18 after having taken cognizance of 
the results of conversations wherein 
Foreign Minister Briand, and M, Paul- 
Bonecour (chairman of the foreign af- 
fairs committee of the chamber of 
deputies) participated as well as com- 
plimentary propositions brought for- 
ward by Georges Leygues (minister of 
marine) to serve as a base for an 
eventual accord and the council issued 
the necessary instructions for continu- 
anee of the negotiations. It is these

PART IN CAMPAIGN 


Superior, Wis., July 31.—(#)— 
President Coolidge’s chief part in Sec- 
retary Hoover's campaign for the 
presidency will be to continue to so 
conduct public: affairs as to appeal 
to the electorate and move them to 
return the republican party te power 
in November. 

Apart from this, Mr. Coolidge has 
agreed to undertake no special activi- 
ties ing the course of the campaign.

Mr. Coolidge will continue pursu- 
ing such a policy for the rest of his 
term of office. 

Inasmuch as Mr. Coolidge was as-

Wu, now special 
nationalist representative in this coun- 
try; as authorized to undertake the 
proposed negotiations. 

While the communication was not 
specific as to the character of the 
questions needing immediate solution, 
it was assumed that it contemplated 
a treaty of amity and commerce be- 
tween China and the United States 
which would be broad enough to cover 
all qgestions such as the extraterri- 
torial rights enjoyed by Americans in 
China, in common with other for- 


cigners, and which have been the ob-* 


ject of nationalist desire fer read- 
justment ever since the nationalist 
movement began. 

_ It appears doubtful that the Wash- 
ington government could assent to 
placing its nationals in China under 
jurisdiction of the existing Chinese 
legal system. The question was de- 
bated in the joint conference on extra- 
territoriality which was interrupted 
by the renewal of civil war in China.

ment of the special treaty relations 
which now make Americans in China 
subject to American law and to con- 
sular jurisdiction or that of the spe- 
cial extraterritorial American court 
in China.

RED 
BY NAVY DEVICE

Washington, D. C., July 31.—Ra- 
dio officials of the United States navy 
and the shipping board profess to be 
very .much impressed with the per- 
formance of a static reducing device 


known as the clariphone, the inven- 
tion of William J. Scott. retired chief 
electrician’s mate, U.-S. N, 

They testify that experiments with 
the clariphone on long wave code 
circuits have shown that it suppresses 
the frying and the crackling that is 
the bane of all radio. Built on electro- 
acoustical principles, it clarifies radio 
signals that otherwise could not be 
heard on account of a preponderance 
of static strength in the mysterious 
ether. 

The only existing model of the in- 
vention was installed early last May 
in the radio central of the navy de- 
partment at Washington. Radiomen 
there have attached it to the San 
Francisco, Balboa and other low fre- 
quency” circuits employed by naval 
communications, which is the nerve 
center of the overland and fleet radio» 
system of the navy. Almost invariably 
they have reported success in its 
| operation, though recently they have 
had occasion to use it only infrequent- 
ly due to an unusual absence of static 
disturbance. 

Spurred on by the encouragement 
given-him in the office of naval com- 
munications and elsewhere, the in- 
ventor has now begun to build a 
clariphone with a range that will em- 
brace all the tones and frequencies of 
broadcasting. He believes that he has 
found and demonstrated the basic 
principle that. will lead to the entire 
elimination of static from broadcast 
as well as code reception. 

As described in an official ngval 
communications report, the elarigfione 
operates as a sound filter. In ea’ sound- 
proof box: are a loud speaker unit, 
several sections of small brass tubing 
and a microphone. The tubes are so 
arranged and of such dimensions that 
they will permit the passage of sound 
Waves or tones of a particular fre 
quency. 

The signal beat note of that fre- 
quency operates the loud speaker unit 
of the clariphone. This unit is in 
a small air chamber where it con- 
verts the electrical energy into sound 
waves. These waves are conducted 
through a system of air chambers and 
each section of which helps 
filter out the interfering noises. The 
signal is finally picked up by a 
microphone which converts the sound 
waves back into electrical energy. The 
signal heard in a pair of ordinary 
headphones is free of static, which 
has been cleared out, or at least re- 
duced in the filtering process. 

The installation is adjusted to pass 
at one of about 2,000*cycles, reject- 
ing all others. That is the tone of 
the code signal. Now when it comes 
to music and speech, the tone range 
must be much wider. Every frequency 
of the, pipe organ and piano will have 
to be filtered. Therein lies Scott’s 
next problem, but he believes he has 
solved it and will one day be able to 
make available a clariphone which 
will clear any receiving set of static 
interferences.

“As torrid weather may be expected 
during August, it is fortunate that 


this is not one of the busiest months 


in the garden. There is plenty to 
do, but the rush work is finished 


and it is time to rest if you are gar- 
dening for pleasure. This may seem 
a strange time to talk of spring gar- 
dens, but if one is to have a spring 


arden at all the start must be made 


ilong in advance. <As we all realize, 


the spring garden is largely depen- 
dent for its beauty and charm on 
bulbs which must be’ planted this 
fall. Make out your order now for 
spring flowering bulbs, such as cro- 
cus, daffodils, narcissus, hyacinths, 
jonquils, snowdrops, or better still, 
snowflakes, which are larger and 
have longer stems; grape hyacinths 
and scillas. There should be more of 
the latter planted. They do well 
here, are very pretty and inexpensive. 
The colors are pink, blue and white. 
Sow for Spring. 

“Sow now for spring flowering; 
seeds of English daisies and pansies, 
The bulbs of madonna lilies should be 
planted the end of August. To have 
good blooms next year they must be 
planted in time to make a growth be- 
fore cold weather. They are not stem 
rooting lilies, so from two to four 
inches below the surface of the ground 
is deep enough to plant them. The 
bulbs should be dtsted lightly with 
sulphur. Lay them on their sides, 
turning the open end of the bulb to 
point with the slope of the ground in 
order that moisture cannot run into 
the bulb and rot it. No manure must 
come in contact with the bulb, but 
fine sand shoul ‘be under and over 
it. Trim out af superflous branches 
on your dahlias, also remove all fad- 
ing leaves, especially in the center of 


‘the plant, to allow free circulation of 


air. After the buds appear feed every 
week. Chrysanthemums should have 
liquid manure every two weeks until 
they bud. 

“August is the rest month for 
roses» Keep on feeding them until 
September 1 to have good fall bloom. 
No fertilizer should be given after that 
as it. produces new wood which does 
not have time to harden before frost. 
Keep perennial seedtmgs cared for 
and prick out for first transplanting 
as two true leaves appear, All every- 
greens require a great deal of water. 

“Cut straw flowers when half open. 
Remove all the leaves and hang head- 
down in bunches in the dark. Do not 
neglect to gather flower seeds at the 
proper time. Do it in a systematic 
way. Mark each packet on the out- 
side with name, color and also year. 
If you want some freesias in the 
house next winter plant the bulbs 
this month. They come in many. col- 
ors and are very fragrant. A good 
deal of spraying will be needed this 
month. gThe dry weather. of August 
is a fine time for all species of aphis, 
red, black, green and white. Spray 
with black leaf 40. It is hard to keep 
labels on plants. Try this kind: Buy 
a roll of good tape: write the name of 
the plant with indelible ink; -with a 
coarse needje run a string through 
one end of the tape, then dip the lat-. 
ter’ in parowax. Keeping faded blos- 
soms cut off must be one of the duties 
of August. There are some -duties 
that are always-in order, and this is 
Like woman’s work, there are 
some things in the garden that are 
never done.

“I reached the peak of my career 
in my bout against Tom Heeney and 
ufter devoting ten-years of my life to 
boxing, I now want to turn to other 
things.” 

For the present, Tunney will rest 
tind retire gradually from the public 
‘imelight. Later he may announce def- 
initely what business or profession he 
will enter. 

In” retiring; Tunnéy said he 
morally obligated to fulfill the second 
ynart of a contract he has with Tex 
Rickard to engage in a bout in 1929, 
but that the promoter had very gra- 
ciously. agreed not to force him to 
‘live up to the contract. 

“I recognized the legality of my 
contract with Rickard when I boxed 
Tom Heeney last week,” the retiring 
titleholder said, “and am morally ob- 
ligated to fulfill the second half of 
the contract. Rickard, has agreed to 
accept a trophy,’ emblematic of the 
heavyweight championship, to present 
to the winner of an elimination tour- 
nament in lieu of fulfillment of the 
~eeond part of the contract.” 

Suspense gripped the group in the 
banquet hall when Tunney, in ac- 
knowledging the presentation of the 
most valuable boxing award for 1928 
to him by Commissioner Muldoon, tose 
and said slowly, haltinglv: 

Greatest Moment of His Life. 

“This is the greatest moment of 
my life.

The trophy will not be pre- 
sented to the winner of the tourna- 
ment, but will remain in the custody 
of th hoard of directors, and each suc- 
ceeding champion’s name engraved on 


it. 

The trophy will be a perpetual em- 
blem, held in trust for each succeeding 
titleholder. The names of the cham- 
pions of the past, starting with John 
L. Sullivan, will be engraved on the 
side, and those of the present era, 
starting with Jack Dempsey. will be 
engraved on the other side. Tunney’s 
name will follow Dempsey’s. 

The board of trustees has not been 
completely selected and will be com- 
posed of men from many walks of 
life, Muldoon said. 

“IT think this tournament will stimn- 
late boxing.’’ Tunney said, “and it 
will give me real pleasure to sit at 
the ringside when the two survivors 
meet for the right to wear the crown 
I am discarding.” 

Tex Rickard expects to stage the 
first bout of the tournament in Sep- 
tember. probably between Jack Shar- 
key, of Boston, and Knute Hansen,

Georgia Tech Broad Jumper 
Now Recognized as 
_* Foremost. 


New York, July 31.—()—Three 
years ago a gangling high school 
school youth, looking on while the 
world’s then. greatest broad jumper 
was making a new record leap, Edward 
Barton Hamm, of Lonoke, Ark., and 
Georgia Tech is now a world’s cham- 
pion himself, having won the crown 
today at Amsterdam with a new Olym- 
pic record jump. 

The old story of dreams coming true 
and youthful ambitions being realized 
apply to Hamm, whose rise to national 
world’s record and Olympic cham- 
pionship heights this year is one of the 
greatest sagas of sport. It was a 
strange coincident that Dehart Hub- 
bard, the master jumper whom Hamm 
saw make that great Jeap in 1925 
was eliminated today at Amsterdam 
and succeeded by the southern boy as 
champion. 

“Speed is what has done it,” said 
Hamm. 


Determination. 


“Determination and a wonderful 
competitive spirit are among his big- 
gest assets,” says the Georgia Tech 
athletic director, W..A. Alexander. 

It was at Stagg field, Chieago, one 
June day ip 1925 that Hamm, then 
a high school senior, watched from the 
side lines as Hubbard, famous Cin- 
einnati negro athlete, six times na- 
tional champion, world’s recordholder 
and 1024 Olympic champion, raced 
down the stretch and leaped 25 feet 
107-8 inches. This, the experts said, 
was a world's record that would stand 
the test for many a year unless brok- 
en by Hubbard himself, the acknow-. 
ledged king pin of all jumpers. 

The scene shifts to Harvard stadi- 
um on the afternoon of July 7, 1928, 
“and the final American Olympic try- 
outs. A bronzed, rangy youth with 
powerful legs suddenly dashes down 
the straightaway, flings himself out 
and Jands at the far end of the pit in 
a splash of dirt. The tape shows a 
new world’s record mark of 25 feet 
111-8 inches. 

Shift the scene again to the Olym- 
pic stadium, Amsterdam, and there 
is the picture of the same bronzed. 
smiling southerner, this time in red, 
white and blue striped uniform, leap- 
ing to the world’s championship with 
the erstwhile titleholder, Hubbard 
lookng on, 


Jumping Spree. 


Hubbard has had the handicap of 
a weak ankle this year, while Hamm, 
equipped with the speed and spring of 
youth, has come along at an aston- 
ishing pace. The Georgia Tech junior 
was just a good jumper a year ago, 
above the college average but not yet 
considered a real rival of the great 
negro. This year Hamm has gone 
on a Jumping spree that eclipses any- 
thing on record, clearing 25 feet no 
less than 0 times in Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham, hicago and Boston prior 
to Ais final splurge in the Olympics

There is nothing grim or tense or 
taut about Weismuller, even before a 
big championship final starts. He 
knows how to conserve his nerve en- 
ergy, or perhaps he is naturally a 
carefree citizen, who doesn’t bother a 
lot about what may happen. 

This ability to keep relaxed at the 
right time is either a great gift or 
a great science—so far as competitive 
sport is concerned. One can only re- 
main keyed up for so long a time, 
and too much early tension may 
called on to pay its price on the drive 
down the stretch. 

Jack Dempsey burned away many 
ounces of nerve energy before every 
fight. There, was no chance for him 
to keep relaxed, for he wasnt ar- 
range that way. 


Competitive Speeds. 


A certain critic once remarked that 
the main trouble with Dempsey, 
Bobby Jones and Bill Johnston was 
the ownership of only one speed— 
tep speed all the time and no letting 
down. ; 

In this connection the tennis critic 


of “The London Times’’ has some in-|. 


teresting comment to make on Til- 
den’s game—wherein the matter of 
high and low speed is taken up: 
“Since last year Tilden is not only 
a spectacle, he is a puzzle. In early 
rounds anyone can see that he must 
win the championship, but that con- 
viction has now to be reconciled with 
the evidence that he may lose it. How 
ean Tilden lose? Cochet? Yes; try- 
ing what he does, it is a marvel to 
the spectators that be ever wins 
against the big ones.

Restores U .S. Supremacy. 

The fair-haired little girl from Chi- 
eago’s south side, who never ran a 
serious race in her life until four 
months ago, tonight figuratively sat 
“fon top of the world.” Miss Robinson 
had restored. American athietic su- 
premacy in her sprint after nearly two 
days had passed with the United 
ae flag unraised on the center 
pole. 

She said she entered Olympic com- 
petition on “her own hook and ladder” 
and today she ran away from a field 
made‘up of the world’s fastest women 
sprinters, fairly hurling her slender 
body across the finish line in the 
100-meter dash. Again the Stars and 
Strips were raised on the Olympic 
staff of honor, due to the efforts of 
a striplmg girl where her husky male 
teammates had failed.

outclassed his competitors, although 
Alfred H. Bates, of Penn State, made 
the finals and placed third.

WALL STREET JOURNAL. 

New York, July 31.—Interest in the fi- 
nancial markets today converged largely on 
a month-end flurry in money. Banks found 
it necessary to withdraw between fifty and 
sixty million in connection with the August 
1 requirements...
